Reardon, a victim of 
Wanderers’ past successes 

. in recent years, took over 
the job on a part-time basis, 
mid-way through the 1976- 
77 season, following the 
sacking of Ted Powell. He 
was previously. assistant 
manager. 


Reardon was so successful in 
the closing months of the 
season — Blues only missed 
the championship by a 
whisker — that he was of- 
ficially appointed to the 
post. 


Criticism of him had grown 
throughout last season 
because of his inability to 
find a player capable of con- 
verting Wycombe’s overall 
superiority into goals. The 
side stumbled through the’ 
last few games of the season 
to finish third — high 
enough for most teams, but 
not for Wycombe.

Reardon will always be 
remembered for the way he 
took little Chesham United 

to the F.A. Amateur Cup. 
final in 1968, when the team. 
lost 1-0 to Leytonstone. . 

On the strength of that, he 
became assistant to Briar 
Lee at Loakes Park in 
1969, and he has been there 
ever since. 

Inevitably Lee’s name comes 
up again in the speculation 
about Reardon’s successor. 
But club officials refused to 
make any comment on 

Monday about the affair. 
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
